It Is pointed out that the testingcannot he deferred until September 1,mtr,, hut that on that date all dairy¬men who have not compiled with therule will |.e barred from the Richmondmarket. As the summer months areunfavorable for applying the tubercu¬lin test, the Hoard of Health stronglyurges the present as the best time fortaking the precaution.
"Wo are receiving the co-opcratlonof the dairymen in this matter, and

a considerable number have alreadyfollowed the board's advice and ap¬plied the test," said (Jhlef Dairy In¬spector T. .1. .stranch, yesterday! "Bytho time the rule koos Into effect,practically every dairy of Importancewill have complied with it. A large I
number, of course, have for some timeused only tuberculin-tested cows."

Extracts from the Board of Health'sbulletin on tho tuberculin-tost rulefollow;
"When the Board of Health of thecity of Richmond adopted Its ruleproviding that,' after September 1,1915, all milk and cream sold on theRichmond market should he from

cows free from tuberculosis as shownby the tuberculin test, It gave a verylargo innrgln of time, with the Idea
that the dairymen would thereby not
all be testing their herds at the same
time, and that in consequence there
would be less dlfllculty In filling Intholr herds. It was hoped that the
dairymen would themselves see the jadvantugo of prompt testing, and that
most of them would have this done
long before the expiration of the
time limit.
"Some of the dairymen apparentlymisunderstand- the meaning of the

rule adopted by the Board of Health.
This rule dries not mean that the
dairymen, or any of them, can defer
testing until September 1, 1915, but
that on that date any dairyman who
has not furnished this department
satisfactory documentary and other
evidence that his herd consists en-
11 rely of nonreactlng animals, will be
shut out from the Richmond market
until such evidence Is furnished.
"As the summer mouths are docid-

edly unfavorable for applying the tu¬
berculin test, it is exceedingly desirable
that all testing be concluded before
Juno 1, 1015. It must be distinctly un¬
derstood that when the time limit has
expired, no excuse'of any kind will be
accepted.

"Tho Richmond Health Department

has thought it desirable to retain up
to the present lime the dairy score
card which was official when our work
of dairy Inspection began on May 1,1907, in order that our figures mightbe comparable from year to year.
Since, however, tuberculin testing has

, been made compulsory on and after
September 1, 1915, and since It Is un¬
desirable to have different score cards
In uao during the same calendar year,
Ave have decided to adopt on January
1, 1915, the most rccent score card of
the United States Bureau of Animal
Industry. This score card allows five
points for tuberculin testing. A dairy¬
man with an untested herd will,
therefore, have to score five more on
other points than will be required of
the dairyman with a tested herd, in
order to bo. allowed to sell milk or
cream on the Richmond market.
"We have now reached the season

of the year when tuberculin testing
can be conducted without complica¬
tions often present In the hotter
months, and all dairymen are strong¬
ly urged to make their arrangements
to have their test applied as soon as
possible.

The "trusties" he would garb in or-dinarv khaki suits, and allow them towork without guard as roller men, en-ginemen, eoolts, yardmen, etc., In the '

road camps.
l<"or the paroled men he suggests that |they wear ordinary clothing nncl hoassigned to the maintenance depart-!ments of State and county, employed

as patrolmen on the road maintenance
work, these men to be furnished withliving quarters and paid a monthly
wage by the counties for which they
are working. They arc to report once
a month to some general head lo he!governed by the parole laws of the
State. jThe report shows that during the
year ended September :!0, work was
done on 40.1 roads and ninety bridges,scattered through ninety-six counties.
Thcro aro convict camps at work in
thirty counties. There were employedabout 1,700 convicts and Jail prisoners.The cost of convict labor for the year
was 52 9-10 cents a day for each man. '
